estradiol show the latter yields a high initial level of estradiol, which quickly falls 
over 6 hours.

Second-trimester maternal serum CA-125 levels distinguish Down syndrome from 


euploid pregnancies and may be superior to estriol in the multiple-marker screening 
test. 


Diagnosis of Placenta Previa by Transvaginal Sonographic 
Screening at 12-16 Weeks in a Nonselected Population 


If the placenta extends 15 mm or more over the internal cervical os at 12-16 weeks, 
the risk of placenta previa at delivery is 5.1%. 


Twin Pregnancies Conceived by Assisted Reproductive 
Techniques: Maternal and Neonatal Outcomes 


Twin pregnancies conceived by assisted reproductive techniques are associated with 
an increased incidence of discordant or low birth weight. 


Intrapartum Assessment of Fetal Well-being: A Comparison of 
Scalp Stimulation With Scalp Blood pH Sampling 


In suspected intrapartum fetal acidosis, a redefinition of reactivity after scalp 
stimulation test and assessment of variability decreases the need for fetal scalp pH 
blood sampling. 


Longitudinal Changes in the Relationship Between Body Mass 
Index and Percent Body Fat in Pregnancy 

In nonobese women, body mass index is a reasonable estimate of percent body fat, 
both before and during pregnancy. 

Peak Expiratory Flow Rate in Normal Pregnancy 


Peak expiratory flow does not change during pregnancy and may be used in the 
evaluation of pregnant women with asthma. 


A Randomized Trial of Misoprostol and Oxytocin for Induction 
of Labor: Safety and Efficacy 


Compared with oxytocin, misoprostol results in a shorter induction-delivery 
interval, a decreased rate of cesarean for dystocia, and lower hospital charges.

The best predictors of pelvic malignancy are ultrasonographic tumor size and 
appearance in premenopausal women and ultrasonographic tumor appearance and 
CA 125 level in postmenopausal women. 
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Epidemiology of Surgically Managed Pelvic-Organ Prolapse and 
Urinary Incontinence 


Women have an 11.1% lifetime risk of surgical treatment for pelvic organ prolapse 
or urinary incontinence by age 80; reoperation is common. 


The Effect of Dilute Vasopressin Solution on the Force Needed 
for Cervical Dilatation: A Randomized Controlled Trial 


Intracervical injection of dilute vasopressin solution (0.05 U/mL) significantly 
reduces the linear force needed to mechanically dilate the cervix of a nonpregnant 
woman. 


The Relation Between Induced Abortion and Ectopic Pregnancy 


A history of one or more induced abortions does not increase the risk of ectopic 
pregnancy. 


Advanced Maternal Age and Perinatal Outcome: Oocyte 
Recipiency Versus Natural Conception 


Obstetric performance in oocyte recipients of advanced maternal age may be related 
to increased incidence of multiple gestation. 


Teratogenic Study of Doxycycline 


No detectable human teratogenic risk of doxycycline was found. 


Sonographic Examination Does Not Predict Twin Growth 
Discordance Accurately 


Discordant growth in twin pairs is not identified reliably by differences in 
sonographic measurements of abdominal circumference or estimates of fetal weight. 


Fetal Transcerebellar Diameter in Down Syndrome 


Even though cerebellar size is significantly smaller in Down syndrome fetuses, it is 
not a clinically useful marker for screening. 


Intrauterine Growth and Ultrasound Findings in Fetuses With 
Beckwith-Wiedemann Syndrome 


Polyhydramnios and increasing fetal growth beginning between 25 and 36 weeks’ 
gestation with or without omphalocele should alert the physician to the possibility 
of Beckwith-Wiedemann syndrome. 


Post-Term Birth: Risk Factors and Outcomes in a 10-Year Cohort 
of Norwegian Births 


In post-term births the primary risk factor for perinatal death is small fetal size for 
gestational age. 


Antiphospholipid Antibodies Other Than Lupus Anticoagulant 
and Anticardiolipin Antibodies in Women With Recurrent 
Pregnancy Loss, Fertile Controls, and Antiphospholipid 
Syndrome 


Antiphospholipid antibodies other than lupus anticoagulant and anticardiolipin 
antibodies are not associated independently with recurrent pregnancy loss. 
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Detection of Genitourinary Tract Chlamydia trachomatis 
Infection in Pregnant Women by Ligase Chain Reaction Assay 


Ligase chain reaction assay of cervical or urine specimens detects more Chlamydia 
trachomatis infections in pregnant women than does cervical tissue culture. 


Cerebral Blood Flow and Cranial Magnetic Resonance Imaging 
in Eclampsia and Severe Preeclampsia 


Women with eclampsia and severe preeclampsia experience no change in cerebral 
blood flow between acute and 4-5 weeks postpartum studies. 


Risk Factors for Recurrence of Hemorrhagic Endovasculitis of 
the Placenta 


Risk factors for recurrence of placental hemorrhagic endovasculitis or subsequent 
pregnancy loss include coexistent chronic villitis, placenta! alterations reflecting 
maternal hypertension, and clinical hypertensive disease. 


The Effect of Different Sampling Intervals on the Measurement 
of Intrapartum Fetal Heart Rate Variability 


A 2-second sampling interval may be appropriate for the measurement of variability 
in a computerized fetal heart rate system. 


A Randomized Comparison Between Misoprostol and 
Dinoprostone for Cervical Ripening and Labor Induction in 
Patients With Unfavorable Cervices 


Misoprostol is more effective than dinoprostone for cervical ripening and labor 
induction but is associated with an increased incidence of cesarean sections because 
of nonreassuring fetal heart rate monitoring secondary to uterine hyperstimulation. 


The Effectiveness of Sweeping Membranes at Term: 
A Randomized Trial 


Sweeping membranes a single time at term does not appear to be effective in 
stimulating labor within 7 days. 


Correlation Between Maximum Cervical Dilatation at Cesarean 
Delivery and Subsequent Vaginal Birth After Cesarean Delivery 


A cesarean delivery for failure to descend in the active phase of labor significantly 
decreases the chance of a subsequent successful trial of labor. 
Time to Pregnancy and Preterm Delivery 


Pregnant women with subfertility are more prone to preterm delivery even in the 
absence of infertility treatment. 


Preeclampsia: Is Induction of Labor More Successful? 


Preeclamptic women exhibit a significantly higher risk for failed induction and 
cesarean delivery compared with nonpreeclamptic women. 


A Computer Model of Uterine Contractions Based on Action 
Potential Propagation and Intercellular Calcium Waves 


A computer model based on action potentials and calcium waves for intercellular 
communication generates a contraction similar to a real uterine contraction. 
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Tubal Sterilization and Long-Term Risk of Hysterectomy: 
Findings from the United States Collaborative Review of 
Sterilization 


Most women in all subgroups examined, including women with gynecologic 
disorders before tubal sterilization, did not undergo hysterectomy during the 14 
years following sterilization. 


Norgestimate and Ethinyl Estradiol in the Treatment of Acne 
Vulgaris: A Randomized, Placebo-Controlled Trial 


Norgestimate—ethiny] estradiol is a safe and effective treatment for moderate acne 
vulgaris in women with no known contraindication to oral contraceptive therapy.

In a population of women without diabetes, many elective cesareans would be 
necessary to prevent a single brachial plexus injury. 


Smoking in Pregnancy, Exhaled Carbon Monoxide, and Birth

Substantial reductions in cigarette consumption or in exhaled carbon monoxide 
levels after the first prenatal visit are associated with modest gains in birth weight. 


A Scoring System for the Prediction of Successful Delivery in 
Low-Risk Birthing Units 


Scoring of low-risk pregnancies at 36 weeks’ gestation may predict uncomplicated 
delivery in 55% of patients in a midwifery-based center and 82% in a primary care 
medical setting. 
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Cost-Effectiveness of Strategies Used in the Evaluation of 
Pregnancies Complicated by Elevated Maternal Serum Alpha- 
Fetoprotein Levels 


Offering targeted ultrasound to women whose maternal serum alpha-fetoprotein is 
at least 2.0 multiples of the median is more cost-effective than offering amniocentesis 
when it is at least 2.5 multiples of the median. 


The Association Between Hypertensive Disorders of Pregnancy 
and Abnormal Second-Trimester Maternal Serum Levels of hCG 
and Alpha-Fetoprotein 


Maternal serum alpha-fetoprotein and hCG levels in the second trimester of 


pregnancy are not useful as screening tests for subsequent hypertensive pregnancy 
disorders. 


Intrapartum Rupture of the Unscarred Uterus 


In cases of uterine rupture, awareness of risk factors, recognition of clinical signs 
and symptoms, and prompt surgical intervention are the keys to optimal outcome. 


Adverse Perinatal Outcome in Parturients Who Use Crack 
Cocaine 


Pregnancies complicated by antenatal crack-cocaine use are associated with low 
birth weight and fetal growth restriction but not preterm deliveries or abruptio 
placentae. 


Laparoscopic Management of Adnexal Masses Suspicious at 
Ultrasound 


Adnexal masses suspicious at ultrasound can be diagnosed laparoscopically, but 
laparoscopic treatment of them is uncertain. 


A Randomized Comparison of Continuous Versus Interrupted 
Mass Closure of Midline Incisions in Patients With Gynecologic 
Cancer 


Continuous mass closure is the preferable method for vertical midline incisions 
performed in patients with gynecologic malignancies. 


Increased Prevalence of Vulvovaginal Condyloma and Vulvar 
Intraepithelial Neoplasia in Women Infected With the Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus 


Vulvovaginal condylomas and intraepithelial neoplasia are particularly likely in 
women infected with human immunodeficiency virus. 


Predicting the Outcome of Surgical Treatment of Vulvar 
Vestibulitis 


Women with severe vulvar vestibulitis complaining of dyspareunia since their first 
episode of intercourse, or of associated persistent vulvar pain, are likely to fail to 
respond to surgery. 


The Minimum Single Oral Metronidazole Dose for Treating 
Trichomoniasis: A Randomized, Blinded Study 


A single 1.5 g oral dose of metronidazole is the lowest effective dose for the 
treatment of trichomonal vaginitis. 


Screening for Ectopic Pregnancy in Symptom-Free Women at 
Increased Risk 


Few ectopic pregnancies occur in symptom-free women at increased risk 
undergoing a screening program involving transvaginal sonography and serum hCG 
testing. 
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The Reliability of Performing a Screening Cystometrogram 
Using a Fetal Monitoring Device for the Detection of Detrusor 
Instability 


A cystometrogram performed with the intrauterine pressure channel of a standard 
fetal monitor can screen accurately for detrusor instability. 


Effects of First-Trimester Fluoxetine Exposure on the Newborn 


Maternal fluoxetine use during the first trimester of pregnancy does not appear to 
increase the risk of fetal malformations. 


Performance of the Dipalmitoyl Phosphatidylcholine Test in 
Predicting Respiratory Distress Syndrome in Contaminated 
Samples of Amniotic Fluid 


The dipalmitoyl phosphatidylcholine test is a reliable test in predicting respiratory 
distress syndrome in the presence of common contaminants of amniotic fluid. 


Amniotic Fluid Distribution in Predicting Perinatal Outcome in 
Patients With Ruptured Membranes 
Amniotic fluid distribution helps predict perinatal outcome in patients with 


ruptured membranes; more fluid in the upper quadrants is associated with 
increased perinatal morbidity. 


Human Amniotic Fluid Motogenic Activity for Fetal Alveolar 
Type II Cells by Way of Hepatocyte Growth Factor 


The present study suggests that amniotic fluid stimulates alveolar type II cell 
migration by way of hepatocyte growth factor. 


Iliac Wing Angle as a Marker for Trisomy 21 in the Second 
Trimester 


Iliac wing angle measurement is a useful marker in the antenatal screening for 
trisomy 21. 


Transfer of Erythropoietin Across the Placenta Perfused In Vitro 


Recombinant human erythropoietin does not cross the human placenta in a 
placental perfusion model. 


Digoxin-like Immunoreactive Substance and Sodium-Potassium- 
Adenosine Triphosphatase Inhibition in Normal Pregnancy: A 
Longitudinal Study 


Digoxin-like immunoreactive substance levels rise during normal pregnancy, as does 
functional activity, measured by sodium-potassium-adenosine triphosphatase 
inhibition. 


An Increase of the Plasma N-terminal Peptide of Proatrial 
Natriuretic Peptide in Preeclampsia 
Increased plasma levels of the N-terminal peptide of proatrial natriuretic peptide 


were associated more with severe preeclampsia than those of atrial natriuretic 
peptide and urate. 
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The Origin of Endothelin-1 in Patients With Severe 
Preeclampsia 


The decidual-placental interface does not appear to be the source of the increased 
plasma concentrations of endothelin-1 in severe preeclampsia. 


A Randomized Trial of Two Vacuum Extraction Techniques 


Using the M-cup, there are no differences in maternal or neonatal outcome when the 
techniques of continuous versus intermittent vacuum extraction are compared. 


Prenatal Diagnosis of Fetal Primary Cytomegalovirus Infection 


Accurate prenatal diagnosis of primary cytomegalovirus is possible and can assist in 
the clinical management of this viral infection. 


Misoprostol for Medical Evacuation of Early Pregnancy Failure 


Misoprostol (a prostaglandin E, analogue) 800 wg vaginally can cause complete 
uterine evacuation in early pregnancy failure. 


Serum Levels of Inhibin A and Inhibin B in Women With 
Normal and Abnormal Luteal Function 

Levels of inhibin A, but not of inhibin B, may reflect luteal function. 

Routine Endocrine Screening for Patients With Karyotypically 
Normal Spontaneous Premature Ovarian Failure 


The most useful screening tests for otherwise healthy patients with premature 
ovarian failure who desire fertility are serum free thyroxine, TSH, and fasting 
glucose. 


Evaluation of the Postcoital Test in Cycles Involving Exogenous 
Gonadotropins 


With precise peri-ovulatory timing and optimal cervical mucus, the number of 
sperm observed per high power field does not correlate with fecundity.

Current fetal surveillance methods may not be able to anticipate antepartum fetal 
death due to cerebral hemorrhage in cholestasis of pregnancy.

Diamond-Blackfan anemia may be inherited in an autosomal dominant fashion and 
may result in severe fetal anemia.

A triploid fetus had a banana sign, lemon sign, and an effaced cisterna magna but 
no neural tube defect. 

The Umbilical Pump: A Contributor to Twin-Twin Transfusion

mechanism of the twin-twin transfusion syndrome. 

External Cephalic Version of Twin A 


External cephalic version may be considered as an alternative to what has become 
routine cesarean delivery when a first twin presents breech. 


Diabetes Insipidus in Pregnancy: A Treatable Cause of 
Oligohydramnios 


Treatment of maternal diabetes insipidus presenting with oligohydramnios led to 
rapid resolution of the oligohydramnios. 


Pregnancy and Delivery in a Patient With Mutilating Dystrophic 
Epidermolysis Bullosa (Hallopeau-Siemens Type) 


Despite the severity of mutilating dystrophic epidermolysis bullosa, affected women 
who desire children generally should not be dissuaded from becoming pregnant. 
Lumbar Disk Disease in Pregnancy 


The diagnosis of lumbar disk disease should be considered when a pregnant woman 
presents with considerable low back pain. 


Opioid-Induced Rigidity After Intravenous Fentanyl 


Opioid analgesics may cause severe rigidity resulting in difficulty with spontaneous 
or controlled ventilation. 


Vaginal Cavernous Hemangioma in Pregnancy 


A vaginal cavernous hemangioma can occur during pregnancy.

A facial alveolar rhabdomyosarcoma is successfully treated with high-dose 
chemotherapy during pregnancy.

Sex Steroid Receptors and Human Parturition
